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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The original disclosure including the drawings did not disclose the maximum and minimum 
number of overlapping thicknesses of the wrapper material, parallel edges with no overlap when 
folded, and edges arranged in two pairs extending toward each other but spaced apart from each 
other. The drawings itself does not reflect the newly introduced limitations. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, "the "verso" (lv)" has no clear meaning. In claim 6, applicant is 
required to point out the parallel edges and non-overlapping of the edges when folded. In claim 
7, the two pairs extend toward each other but are not spaced from each other as they overlap each 
other. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1,5 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Garcia (US 
4,913,3 11). Garcia discloses a wrapper with a bottom panel 34 and a soap leave 6 within an 
interior thereof. Garcia discloses using adhesive to secure the wrapper. 

Applicant argues on page 5 that Garcia is a soap dispenser with a folded paper. 
Therefore, Garcia cannot suggest the structure of a business card. However, applicant has not 
distinguished the structure of Garcia from the claim. The term "business card" does not 
overcome the reference because the wrapper has the same structure as the claim, i.e., a card with 
flaps containing in it a soap leave. In addition, if the body of a claim fully and intrinsically sets 
forth all of the limitations of the claimed invention, and the preamble merely states, for example, 
the purpose or intended use of the invention, rather than any distinct definition of any of the 
claimed invention's limitations, then the preamble is not considered a limitation and is of no 
significance to claim construction. Pitney Bowes, Inc. v. Hewlett-Packard Co., 182 F.3d 1298, 
1305, 51 USPQ2d 1161, 1165 (Fed. Cir. 1999). See also Rowe v. Dror, 112 F.3d 473, 478, 42 
USPQ2d 1550, 1553 (Fed. Cir. 1997) ("where a patentee defines a structurally complete 
invention in the claim body and uses the preamble only to state a purpose or intended use for the 
invention, the preamble is not a claim limitation"); Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d at 152, 88 USPQ2d 
at 480-81. 

Applicant also argues that the public can only see the contents of Garcia when it is 
withdrawn from the dispenser. In comparison, business cards stored within a business case or a 
container can only be visible after it is withdrawn. The examiner is not applying the dispenser 
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for rejecting the claims, but the wrapper itself, 
and not the dispenser. 
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The distinction should be made of the wrapper 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2-4,6-7 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Garcia in view of Official Notice. Although Garcia does not disclose the exact location of the 
adhesive, it would have been obvious to provide the adhesive in the desired location such as on 
the edge of the wrapper. 

Official Notice is also taken of the conventionally storage of more than one slender 
article such as soap leaves in a holder. It would have been obvious to store more than one soap 
leaves within the wrapper for one single use or multiple usage. Moreover, having non-overlap 
stacking of the leaves would also have been obvious for ease of separation and organization. 

With regard to claims 6-7, applicant has not provided disclosure in the original spec and 
the drawing to claim the relationship of the edges.
